COTTON YIELDS 
RICH IN PRITISH 
CROWN COLONIES 


Scarcest Product in Empire Is 
Petroleum, but Statesman 
Finds Great Possibilities—Ex- 
tension of Combines Sought, 


PROGRESS REVIEWED

WESTMINSTER—In the House of 
Commons recently Mr. Harcourt, secre- 
tary for the colonies, dealt with the de- 
velopment during the last seven years of 
the export and production of raw ma- 
terial within the crown colonies, which 
be said some people were inclined to re- 
gard as the Cinderellas of the empire. 
These crown colonies, howcver, were pro- 
ducing a variety of raw materials which 
would bear favorable comparison with the 
productions of other colonies. 

He would take first of all cotton, In 
the main and for many years their only 
supply came from the southern states of 
America and a few of the West Indian 
islands. India, in times of stress, sent 
her share. The Sudan too now gave them 
an appreciable quantity. 

Some of them had regarded with 
anxiety the fluctuations in the United 
States, both of crops and price, and they 
had seen with apprehension the corners 
in the market and the gambling in fu- 
tures in this country which had had an 
adverse effect on a genuine industry. 
Tt aad been felt that to deal with and to 
adjust these difficulties greater efforts 
should be made to promote the growth 
of cotton in their own tropical countries. 


Association Has Grant 
Under the auspices of Mr. Newton of 
Oldham, and later of Sir Alfred Jones, 
there was founded the Cotton Growing 
Association. This was rather cold- 
shouldered at first, and it was not until 
1910 that the government made a 
grant to this excellent association of 
£10,000 per year for three years. He 
was glad to say that now in 1913 he had 
been able to secure a renewal of this 
grant of £10,000 for another three years. 


The results in his opinion had fully 
justified that expenditure, and the British 
Cotton Growing Association had shown 
admirable activity in its work in con- | 
junction with the colonial office and the 
African producers.

great possibilities yet untapped of future

PARIS. France—The correspondent of 
the Journal des Debats of The Hague, 
writing on the situation created by the 
refusal of the Socialists to enter the cabi- 
net, states that the Socialist refusal was 
due to the advice of the foreign Socialists 
Bebel and Kautsky.

Never buy even at a 
low price a single breakable dish for 
kitchen use. Use granite for refrigera- 
tor dishes, the same for mixing bowls 
other utensils of aluminum, 
copper or iron, according to the size of 
your purse, says a writer for the Pic- 
torial Review. 

An erroneous economy, which is widely 
practised in the family where gas is 
used for cooking purposes, is the pur- 
chage of meat which “cooks quickly” 
to save the use of the fire. For example 
a steak an inch thick will broil in 10 
minutes. The steak, however, is the 
most expensive cut the beef. A 
a half or two pounds of 
round steak, put twice through the 
chopper and made into a roll, will bake 
in 30 minutes. The same amount if 
made into a steak wil] broil in 15 min- 
utes.

In counting up the ma- 
terials, the value of those used and the 
left-overs thrown away the probability 
is that more has been paid than would 
have been for good fruits at another 
time. 

In many homes it is the practise to

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WASHINGTON—United States mail 
service will not be seriously impaired by 
discontinuance of the stop at Queenstown 
by the Cunard liners Lusitania and Mau- 
retania, according to Robert L. Maddox, 
superintendent of foreign mails of the 
postoflice department. Only the Irish 
mails will be affected by the change, the 
Irish mails constituting only a small pro- 
portion of the total compared with the 
mails from Liverpool, London and the 
continent carried on these ships. 

“Of course we have no control over 
the mails coming this way,” said Mr. 
Maddox, “and whether the discontinu- 
ance of this stop would impair our serv- 
ice or not, it would be beyond our power 
to do anything about it. But the only 
impairment I can see would be in the 
rish mail for this country, which, instead 
of being held for the ship at Queenstown 
as formerly will have to be sent to Liv- 
erpool to make the ship. 

“There is very little difference in the 
time between Queenstown and Liverpool 
by ship or by ship and rail, so the Eng- 
lish mail is not appreciably affected, As 
to the effect on the service from the 
United States to Liverpool on these ships, 
the Queenstown stop has been eliminated 
on the eastward voyage a considerable 
part of two years. We have no contfacts 


on topic however far from/with these lines because by law we are 


prohibited from contracting for the mail 
Transmission with any but American buil¢ 
ships, so we cannot specify when or wher« 
the Cunard line shall carry our mails. 
“We have merely an unwritten under: 
standing with them as to the general pro 
per handling of the mails they carry fot 
us and they are at liberty to change their 
schedules at will so far as we are con- 
cerned. Our only British mail contracts 
are with the American line to Plymouth, 
leaving New York Wednesdays and Fri- 
days, and these ships carry our heaviest 
mails. Of course our first consideration 
is to carry the mails to their destinations 
in the shortest possible time and we des- 
patch mail on the ship that will first 
reach the destination, but where there is 
only a few hours difference we favor the 
with which we have contracts.

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“What Happened to Mary,” which 
opened the season at the Majestic thea- 


ter Saturday evening, proved an enter- 
taining play, a polite revival by Owen 
Davis of the melodramas he used to turn 
out by the half dozen a year in the days 
before the “dollar“ houses succumbed to 
the ow of moving pictures. 

Mr vis credits his inspiration to a 
story that has been running for months 
in a popular monthly, and with such suc- 
cess that the current number brings 
Mary only to the point where she has 
several] suitors to consider. Mr. Davis 
may have obtained Mary’s full biography 
from the author of the stories when he 
wrote his play last spring, and then 
again he probably did not. For after the 
first act there is little evidence that Mr. 
Davis owes much to anybody but him- 
self, for he has built up a rather neat 
little machine on the formula he always 
followed with his plays, using the only 
“sure fire” plot that is available for a 
girl heroine in melodrama. 

‘And to Mr. Davis’ credit let it be said 
that the part of the story that is dis- 
tinctly nis proves much better adapted 
to stage use tha: the fiction material 
of the first act. This first act is much 
too long with its overdone picture 
of the rural skinflint who has been re- 
ceiving $500 a year from a rascally law- 
yer to pretend to be her uncle, hiding 
the real fact that she is an heiress.

TEXAS COTTON 


UNDER BEARISH INFLUENCE. 


MARKETS ARE 


Favorable Crop Reports Cause Lower Range of Prices, 


Although Critical Stage Is at Hand—In Some Parts 


of the State Complaints Are Heard 


* GALVESTON, Tex.—Bearish  influ- 


ences have predominated in the cotton 
markets in Texas during the past sev- 
eral weeks and as a result prices are 


considerably lower. 
ports, weather near an ideal in most 
sections and a weak Liverpool have -been 
the cnief factors in depressing the mar- 
ket and lowering prices. 


The weather map has been the chief | 


factor in the Texas cotton market and 
on the daily forecasts have been based 
the activities that have taken place in 
the daily trading throughout the state. 
The crop in Texas is now passing 
tnrough a critical stage, a stage 
which weather conditions determine al- 
together the amount and nature of the 
crop. The plant in Texas is now put- 
ting on what is termed its top crop. 


. ' 
Forms and squares are prowing on the 
Dry and hot weather | 


top of the plant. 
will cause the plant to fruit to the top 
now and stop growing, thereby material- 
ly lessening the total yield. Rain at 
this time will enable the plant to con- 
tinue growing for some time yet, giv- 
ing a larger plant and more fruit. 
Over most of Texas and Oklahoma the 
rains have been sufficient to keep the 
plant growing and prospects for a large 


top crop, if frost is late enough to give | 


time for its maturity, are good. In some 
parts of Texas, as well as in sections of 
Oklahoma, however, complaints of dry 
hot weather tell of great damage done 
to cotton from the continued drought. 
The majority of these reports from far- 
mers and cotton growers, however, are 
not taken seriously, for it known 
that the cotton growers magnify what- 
ever little damage results to their 
crop in the hope that such reports may 
reach the powers that contro! 
and through fear of a short crop may in- 
duce higher prices. 

‘eports of damage to cotton by rea- 
son of the dry hot weather in the South- 
west have influenced the cotton market 
some, but ‘this influence has been only 
strong enough to check to some slight 
extent the downward trend of prices of a 
market bearish from other influences. At 
times reaction has iaken place and prices 
have shown a tendencv to recover, but 
these periods of reaction have been brief 
and not well developed.

For most of the nonsense in current 
_Jiterature, especially the current litera- 
ture which is not literature, but only 
leaves and straws that float atop of the 
stream, there is a starting point in sober 
fact. For example, a story about the 
Peruvian rain tree appears in the Bell- 
man. Some one is lying in a ranch 
cabin papered with sheets from old mag- 


azines, newspapers and the like, and is 


Warned by a companion that reading is 
not likely to benefit one. Reading the 
Walls of a cabin like that had once 
caused this man trouble. He read the 
description of the Peruvian rain tree that 
has the power of coodensing whatever 
Vapor may be in the air, and distributing 
it in the form of rain from its leaves 
and branches. The natives of the region 
depended on it, so he read, as a source of 


water and he conceived the idea of selling | 
trees like that to plant in dry districts | 


His plan 
before he 


as a cheap way to irrigate! 
led him into complications 
gbandoned the scheme. 

Now one finds in White’s “Natural His- 
tory” an interesting statement regard- 
ing trees, which, however, appears to 
apply to all trees. He says that in 
Bome of the West Indies where there are 


no springs or rivers, the people are sup- | 


plied with water merely by the dripping 
of some large trees, that, standing in the 
bosom of a mouritain with their heads 


always enveloped with fogs and clouds, 


dispense their kindly and never ceas- 
ing moisture. He has seen 4 par- 
ticular tree that played the part of 
@uch an alembic. The cartway beneath 
it stood in puddles and the ruts ran with 
water though the ground in general was 
dry and even dusty. No one who has 
not observed it can imagine how much 
‘water a tree will distil in this way by 
condensing the vapor. Deciduous_trees 
are best to plant round small ponds 
which one would have permanent, for 
evergreens take up little moisture. Espe- 
cially are cold smooth ivy leaves useful in 


‘this condensation and shedding of the) 


vapory boon of the air.
